Cockroaches live in all kinds 
of habitats, from mountains to 
swamps, but several species, 
like my family, live in the 
warmth and shelter of 
buildings. Some cockroaches 
spread disease by carrying 
germs on their feet. If they get 
into places where food is left 
out, they can walk across it 
and infect it with the germs. 


WHO’S WHO? 

Take a close look at this picture of me. It will help 
you tell the difference between cockroaches and 

various other insects, like beetles, true bugs and 

grasshoppers. 

We cockroaches have an oval, leathery body, a 
protective cap over our heads, a pair of long 
antennae and a pair of hard wings, which we fold 
across our backs to protect a pair of flimsier wings 
underneath. We have spiny legs, which help us to 
make speedy getaways, and biting and chewing 
mouthparts. | am only 15mm long. 

One of the ways to tell cockroaches apart from 
beetles is that our outer wings overlap when we close 
them (beetle wings meet at the middle) and we have 
tiny feelers, called cerci, at the back of our abdomens 
(beeties don’t).

Other insects 


66Naturalists have named and 
described about one million different 
kinds of insects so far. Most of them 
have wings. Here are some of the 
insects you might have seen. How 
many do you recognize?99 


AThere are four kinds of earwig in 
Britain. Their long, thin bodies and 
flattened heads are ideal for creeping 
under bark or stones. They come out at 
night to feed on rotting plant and animal 
remains. If an earwig is threatened, it 
raises the tip of its abdomen and displays 
its long pincers. The female of the 
commonest European earwig is like the 
Parent bug - she looks after her young. 
She licks her eggs to make sure that they 
do not become infected with any fungus. 


BEETLES 
There are some 3700 different kinds of beetle in Britain alone. 


Beetles have biting and chewing mouthparts and horny wing 
cases, which they raise when flying. When they’re resting, 
their wings meet in the middle of their backs. 


TRUE BUGS 


People often use the word ‘bug’ when they 
mean insects in general. But strictly 
speaking, bugs are insects with piercing 
mouthparts for sucking up the juices of 
plants or other animals. Their needle-like 
mouthparts stick out, like a beak, at the front 
of the head. 

There are about 1650 different kinds of 
bugs in the British Isles. Most of them, like 


aphids, feed on plants. 


A Soldier beetles have 
long narrow bodies and fly 
from plant to plant, hunting 
for insect prey. You may 
well be able to find this one, 
sometimes called the 
bloodsucker because of its 
colour, on plants such as 
hogweed in late summer. 


<qTwo male Stag beetles 
fighting, pushing against 
each other with their huge 
antler-like jaws, look a 
terrifying sight, but they 
rarely hurt each other.

<q Grasshoppers are out and 
about during the day, 
especially if it is sunny. All 
of them can hop and most 
can fly. The ticking, 
whirring noise they make 
is produced by the males 
rubbing the inside of the 
hind legs, which have 
rows of tiny pegs, against 
the forewing. They have 
long, strong back legs for 
hopping and are usually 
brown or green, like this 
Common green grasshopper.

A The bodies of Shield bugs are often brightly 
coloured. Many of them give off a horrible smell from 
stink glands near the hind legs when they are 
disturbed. The female Shield bug, called the Parent 
bug, is very unusual in the insect world. Most insects 
abandon their eggs once they've laid them. But this 
female lays a diamond-shape mass of eggs, usually on 
the leaves of birch trees, and then sits over them for 
2-3 weeks until the eggs hatch. The young stay close 
to the eggshells until after their first moult. 


<q Froghoppers are true bugs that jump. 
They are often called spittle bugs. Can you 
guess why? Their nymphs make blobs of froth 
round the plant stems where they stay for 
several weeks. This froth is called 
cuckoo-spit. The female of the Common 
froghopper lays her eggs in the crevices of 
dead plant stems in late autumn. These hatch 
into nymphs in early spring. The nymphs then 
crawl up the stem and suck the sap.

Pretty Butterwort looks harmless, 
but this insect-eating plant spreads 
its yellow-green leaves invitingly, 
waiting for'a victim. When an insect 
lands on a leaf, the sticky surface 
holds it fast while the leaf curls up, 
trapping the insect inside, and 
then digesting it. 


One of few birds living on the 
scree, the Wheatear makes its 

nest under a stone, or ina 
crevice between the rocks. The 
boulders make perfect look-out 
posts, where it can watch 
for its insect prey. 


At about 8cm long, the tiny Pygmy 
shrew is Britain's smallest mammal. 
Despite its size, this hardy creature 
lives happily on the mountain-side. It 
spends the whole day bustling about, 
feeding on soil-dwelling creatures 
such as spiders, tiny beetles and 
insect larvae. 


Large boulders at the base of scree slopes provide a 
perfect retreat for the Pine marten. it spends most of 
the day lying in a hollow under the rocks, coming out 
at night to hunt 
rabbits and other 
small mammals. 


Woolly hair moss is one of the first plants to 
grow on scree, because it can withstand the 
harsh conditions of the mountain-side. It traps 
fine scree dust and rotting leaves, helping to 
create a layer of soil where other plants grow.
